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STATEMENT OF SUBSTANCE OF INTERVIEW 

S I R: 

A telephonic interview was conducted regarding the above-captioned case on 
May 25, 2005. The participants were Examiner Mark A. Osele and Applicant's 
representative, Andrew Reibman, Esq. 

During the course of the telephone interview, the main arguments put forth by 
Mr. Reibman were: (1) The presently claimed subject matter is distinguishable from 
the cited because the prior art (U.S. Pat. Nos. 3,829,655, 4,389,438 and 5,439,406) 
does not teach "a heating layer configured to heat a touch screen adhered to a 
monitor", as recited in claim 1 , and similar limitations recited in the other independent 
claims; (2) Some of the references cited by the Examiner are not analogous because 
they do not address the problem of removing a touch screen from a monitor. 



No actual agreements were made or met during this telephone conference. In 
addition, no amendments to the claims were made during the interview. 
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
